Halifax will be a “mass of ex¬ 
citement” this weekend as 
thousands of people are ex¬ 
pected to descend onto the pen¬ 
insula for the annual Blue Nose 
Marathon and a visit from the 
Prince of Wales and Duchess of 
Cornwall. 

The annual group of races 
will see about 14,000 partici¬ 
pants cross the finish line Sat¬ 
urday and Sunday, while 20,000 
people will watch the action 
from the sidelines, said co-chair 
Geny Walsh.

Prince Charles, Camilla 
to honour Canada’s past 



Royal visit. This marks 
Duchess of Cornwall’s 
first trip to Nova Scotia 


Prince Charles and his wife 
Camilla may not attract the 
paparazzi frenzy that ac¬ 
companies Prince William, 
Kate and baby George, but 
royal observers say the royal 
couple’s latest visit to Can¬ 
ada is no less significant. 

The four-day trip begins 
Sunday in Halifax and in¬ 
cludes stops in Pictou, N.S., 
the P.E.I. communities of 
Charlottetown, Bonshaw 
and Cornwall, as well as 
Winnipeg. 

Though it will be the 
couple’s second Canadian 
tour since 2012, it will be 
the Duchess of Cornwall’s 
first time in the three prov¬ 
inces. 

It’s been 18 years since 
Charles was in Manitoba, 
while the two Maritime 
provinces have been waiting 
since 1983 for another visit 
from the Prince of Wales. 

“People in Nova Scotia 
and P.E.I. are very anxious 
to see their future king,” 
says Kevin MacLeod, tour co¬ 
ordinator and Canadian sec¬ 
retary to the Queen. 

“There is a great deal of 
excitement and expectation 
about this royal tour.” 

The theme for the tour is 
commemorating Canada’s 
past and looking ahead to 
the future. 

In Halifax, Charles will 
bring a tradition started 75 
years ago by his grandfather 


King George VI full circle 
when he plants an English 
oak tree in the city’s Public 
Gardens. Later at historic 
Pier 21 and the Canadian 
Museum of Immigration, 
the couple will meet war 
brides and veterans of the 
Second World War. 

The remainder of the 
tour will include speeches, 
21-gun salutes, walkabouts, 
and meetings with vari¬ 
ous community groups and 
organizations that repre¬ 
sent the couple’s interests, 
including literacy, educa¬ 
tion, sustainability and the 
arts. 

“A royal tour is a really 
wonderful opportunity to 
shine a light on initiatives 
and people who otherwise 
wouldn’t have a light shone 
on them,” says MacLeod, 
who’s worked on some 20 
royal tours since 1987. 

“That’s what it’s all 
about.” 

Robert Finch, chairman 
of the Monarchist League of 
Canada, says Charles can be 
just as relevant to Canadian 
youth as his son. 

“Although Charles is 
older and from a different 
generation than rock stars 
like William and Kate, he 
still brings a lot of things to 
the table that resonate with 
young Canadians,” he says. 

“Look at what he stands 
for, what he’s interested 
in: Things like the environ¬ 
ment, bridging the gap be¬ 
tween different religions, 
these, even young Can¬ 
adians, really gravitate to¬ 
ward.”

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DNA matching Howe’s found on 
alleged victim’s blazer: Expert 



Sexual assault trial. 

Analysis of clothing 
revealed samples from 
three people, including

DNA analysis of a semen- 
stained blazer is the most 
recent focus at the trial of a 
Halifax-based defence law¬ 
yer accused of drugging and 
sexually assaulting a teenage 
woman in 2011. 

The court heard from for¬ 
ensics expert Katherine Mur¬ 
phy Thursday afternoon that 
traces of DNA were found on 
various locations on a blazer, 
which matched that of the 
complainant, the accused 
and a friend of the accused. 

Halifax lawyer Lyle Howe, 
29, has pleaded not guilty to 
sexual assault and issuing a 
stupefying agent dating back 
to the evening of March 20, 
2011. 

Murphy told the court 
Thursday that DNA pro¬ 
files consistent with both 
Howe and the complainant 
— whose name is protected 
under a publication ban — 
were identified on at least a 


couple of condoms retrieved 
from the scene, as well as 
together on the complain¬ 
ant’s blazer. 

At one point, Murphy told 
the court the likelihood of 
a random profile match on 
the DNA linked to Howe was 
one in 590 billion in the Can¬ 


adian Caucasian population, 
and one in one trillion in the 
black population. 

DNA matching that of 
longtime friend of the ac¬ 
cused Jeffery Brown — who 
was present the night of 
the alleged assault — was 
also identified on the blazer, 


though Murphy testified she 
could not match DNA sam¬ 
ples from the semen itself. 

Brown had testified ear¬ 
lier he did not have intimate 
relations with the complain¬ 
ant, though said he was in 
the apartment while she and 
Howe had sex. Brown was 


later convicted of stealing 
$200 that night off the com¬ 
plainant’s bedroom desk. 

“Just because someone’s 
DNA shows up on a particu¬ 
lar exhibit doesn’t mean 
it was placed there as a re¬ 
sult of something they did,” 
Howe’s defence lawyer Mike

Jane Collins, sexual assault nurse responsible 
for examining the alleged victim 

Taylor said outside the court¬ 
room. 

“You’ve got to be careful 
how you seize exhibits from 
a crime scene, especially 
when it comes to DNA analy¬ 
sis.” 

Earlier, the court heard 
from a sexual assault nurse 
responsible for examining 
the complainant in the hos¬ 
pital the day after the alleged 
incident. 

The witness described 
the then-19-year-old woman 
as “stunned” and appearing 
“in shock,” and went on 
to describe the findings of 
her examination, including 
bruising, anal tenderness 
and discolouration of her 
internal and external genital 
area. 

The trial was scheduled to 
resume Friday morning with 
more forensics testimony 
from Murphy, after which 
the Crown expects to call a 
toxicologist to the stand.

Crown reinstates muider

A charge of second-degree mur¬ 
der has been reinstated against 
a Hammonds Plains man re¬ 
lated to the disappearance and 
presumed death of his girl¬ 
friend last year. 

Paul Trevor Calnen, 51, was 
arrested last June after the dis¬ 
appearance of Reita Jordan, 
34, from her Tantallon home

Public prosecution spokesperson Chris 
Hansen on the use of a preferred indict¬ 
ment to reinstate the charge against Calnen 


in March 2013. Calnen was 
charged with second-degree 
murder and indecently interfer¬ 
ing with human remains. 

However, Judge Anne Der¬ 
rick ruled after a preliminaiy 
inquiry in April that there 
wasn’t sufficient evidence to 
support the murder charge, 
and discharged Calnen on that 
part of the indictment. He was 
ordered to stand trial on the 
charge of indecently interfering 
with human remains. 

On Thursday, Crown at¬ 
torney Rick Woodbum filed a 
preferred indictment, which 
reinstates the charge of second- 
degree murder and sends Cal¬ 
nen directly to trial. 

Public prosecution spokes¬ 
person Chris Hansen said the 
legal manoeuvre, which allows 
the director of public prosecu¬ 
tions to override the judge’s 
ruling, is permitted by a section 
of the Criminal Code. 

Hansen said the preferred 
indictment is rarely used. 

Calnen’s trial dates will be 
set July 17.

Halifax Water says 
fence is necessary to 
protect backup supply

A plan to install a fence along 
a stretch of the Chain of 
Lakes trail has been modified 
to make the fence less obtru¬ 
sive, according to the district 
councillor. 

Coun. Linda Mosher said 
staff from HRM and the Hali¬ 
fax Regional Water Commis¬ 
sion spent two hours Wed¬ 
nesday walking a roughly 
1.5-kilometre section of the 
trail between Northwest 
Arm Drive and Highway 103, 
discussing — among other 
things — the water commis¬ 
sion’s plans for a fence to pro¬ 
tect Chain Lake. 


“There’s so many berms 
and variations in the land 
that I can see how it can be 
installed, meet their purpose, 
and we won’t notice it,” said 
Mosher on Thursday. “I’m 
very comfortable now.” 

Sections of the trail have 


been closed over the last six 
months as Halifax Water 
installed a new wastewater 
transmission system. 

The water commission 
was granted an easement for 
conveyance of the pipes, but 
Mosher said she was alarmed 


to learn of plans to add a 
fence along the trail on HRM 
property. 

“I think there may have 
been some assumptions 
made because we’re a muni¬ 
cipality and they’re a public 
utility, but you can’t make as¬ 


sumptions,” she said. 

Halifax Water spokes¬ 
person James Campbell said 
the fence is necessaiy to pro¬ 
tect Chain Lake, which is a 
backup water supply. 

“There’s been a recurring 
problem with ... folks liking

to jump into Chain Lake and 
swim around, maybe Fido 
likes to jump in eveiy now 
and then,” he said. “Where 
it is a backup water supply, 
we’re obliged to protect that.” 

Mosher said there’s still 
some discussions to be had 
but the bottom line is that 
the fence will not be on 
HRM’s land next to the trail. 

“It is going to be labour 
intensive, eveiy foot will be 
assessed, but that’s what has 
to be done,” she said. 

“This is one of the jewels 
in the city for active trans¬ 
portation, and we don’t want 
to take that away from resi¬ 
dents.”

When she was 18, Woz- 
niclci said she drove a friend 
who wanted to start body 
piercing to a tattoo shop. 
When her friend mentioned 
how well Wozniclci could 
draw, they asked her to prove 
it and liked her style. 

She did her first tattoo 
that night, was offered an ap¬ 
prenticeship in the shop, and 
“the rest was histoiy,” Woz- 
niclci said with a laugh. 

She currently works out 
of the famous Wooster Street 
Social Club in New York, fix¬ 
ing terrible body art on TLC’s 
America’s Worst Tattoos. 

Wozniclci said she tries 
a lot of styles, but is best 
known for bright and bold 
tattoos that “look they’ll just 
pop right off your body.” 

A lot of people likely tune 
in to live vicariously through 
these artists “who are kind of 
wild,” and tattoos themselves 
have an edgy appeal, Woz- 
niclci said. 

But the mainstream inter¬

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Malala Yousafzai 
honoured by King’s 


Graduating students at the Uni¬ 
versity of King’s College got a 
surprise virtual visitor Thurs¬ 
day — Malala Yousafzai, the 
Paldstani teen and champion 
of girls’ education who sur¬ 
vived a point-blank shooting by 
the Taliban. 

Via pre-recorded video from 
Britain, Yousafzai appeared 
during Thursday’s convocation 
ceremony to receive an honor- 
aiy doctorate and announce 
a new $240,000 scholarship 
in her name that will allow 
two female students from de¬ 
veloping countries to study at 
the Halifax institution. 

The university is partnering 
with Canada’s International 
Development Research Centre 
(IDRC) to fully fund four years 
of study for two young women 
to the tune of $30,000 per year 
for each recipient. 

Yousafzai, 16, never directly 
mentioned the hundreds of 
teenage girls kidnapped from 
their school in Nigeria by the 
terrorist group known as Boko 
Haram. But her appearance 



marked one more poignant act 
of defiance against the efforts 
of those around the world who 
seek to deny young girls an 
education. 

“It’s not only a degree, but 
it’s courage, and it’s your sup¬ 
port and it’s strengthening me 
to continue my campaign for 
education of every child,” she 


said in the video. 

Yousafzai received an 
honoraiy doctorate of civil law 
from the university, along with 
three other honoraiy degree 
recipients, including Governor 
General David Johnston. 

In his convocation address, 
Johnston called the scholarship 
a wonderful way for Canada to 
honour Yousafzai’s message of 
giving young women access to 
a quality education. 

Yousafzai said she was 
sony she couldn’t be with her 
“fellow graduates,” but added 
she hoped to visit one day. 

The citation for her degree 
offered a simple reason for her 
absence: she is in the middle 
of her high school exams in 
England. 

Yousafzai told those gath¬ 
ered in the video message that 
she was happy and excited that 
the scholarships would provide 
an opportunity to young girls 
dreaming “for a better future, 
for a better world,” to get a 
quality education.

Police have laid charges 
against two teens following 
an incident at the Dartmouth 
bridge transit terminal, where 
a large group of people refused 
to leave for causing a disturb¬ 
ance. 

On Thursday, Halifax 
Regional Police spokesman 
Const. Pierre Bourdages said 
police arrived at the terminal 
around 11:30 a.m. after Metro 
Transit placed an unwanted 
persons call about a group of 


15 to 20 teenagers on the prop¬ 
erty. 

Police say the group began 
fighting with each other after 
officers asked them to leave 
the area. 

Bourdages said one girl was 
arrested after she assaulted an¬ 
other teen. 

“It’s not something that’s 
common,” Bourdages said 
about fighting around the Dart¬ 
mouth terminal. He said it’s 
especially unusual for people 
to refuse to leave an area. 

“Unfortunately when be¬ 
haviours are disruptive for 
other users of public transit, 
people have to be removed,” 
he said. 

Besides the girl, two male 
teens were arrested for causing 
a disturbance, Bourdages said.

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Israeli troops reportedly 
shoot, kill Palestinian teens 



Bloody anniversary. 

Conflict comes as 
Palestinians gather 
to commemorate 66 
years since war caused 
their uprooting 


Israeli troops shot dead two 
Palestinian teens in a West 
Bank clash that erupted 
Thursday after Palestinians 
marked their uprooting dur¬ 
ing the Mideast war over 
Israel’s 1948 creation, a doc¬ 
tor said. 

Three Palestinians were 
wounded, one seriously, 
when Israeli troops fired to 
disperse stone throwers near 
an Israeli military check¬ 
point in the West Bank, said 
Dr. Samir Saliba, head of the 
emergency department at 
Ramallah Hospital. 

Saliba said those killed 
were 15 and 17 years old 
and were shot by live rounds 
in the chest. The seriously 
wounded protester was also 
shot in the upper body, he 
said. 

Israeli police spokesman 
Micky Rosenfeld said troops 
broke up a “disturbance” in 
the area, but did not use live 
fire. 

The Israeli army, which 
also was present, said se¬ 
curity forces attempted to 
disperse a demonstration of 
about 150 protesters with 
“riot dispersal means and 
rubber bullets.” It said it was 
still investigating. 

The clash came just hours 
after Palestinians marched 
in the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip to commemorate their 
displacement in the Mideast 


war over Israel’s 1948 cre¬ 
ation. 

Sirens wailed at noon 
in Ramallah and elsewhere 
in the West Bank for 66 
seconds to symbolize the 
number of years since the 
“Nalcba,” or “catastrophe” 
in Arabic — the term Pales¬ 
tinians use to describe their 
displacement. 

Israel defeated the armies 
of surrounding Arab states 
that had attacked after the 
Jewish state was declared in 
1948. 

More than 700,000 Pales¬ 
tinians fled or were forced 


out during the fighting, ac¬ 
cording to the United Na¬ 
tions. Many of the refugees 
and their descendants still 
live in the West Bank, Gaza 
and neighbouring Syria, 
Lebanon and Jordan. More 
than five million Palestin¬ 
ians are registered with the 
U.N. as refugees. 

Israel opposes a mass 
return of the Palestinians, 
fearing it would dilute the 
state’s Jewish majority. 

Israel has offered to take 
in a small number of Pales¬ 
tinian refugees but insists 
that the rest must be reset¬ 


tled in a future Palestinian 
state to be created under a 
peace accord or in the coun¬ 
tries where they now live. 

In the Palestinian pub¬ 
lic discourse, a large-scale 
return is still portrayed as 
the main goal. The Pales¬ 
tinian leadership has said 
each refugee has the right 
to choose his or her fate, 
including return or resettle¬ 
ment in a state of Palestine 
or third countries, but also 
hinted at flexibility in the 
context of a final deal.

that there is no homeland 
for the Palestinians except 
Palestine, and it is here we 
are staying,” Palestinian 
President Mahmoud Abbas 
said in his Nakba Day ad¬ 
dress broadcast Wednesday 
night. 

“ft is time to end the long¬ 
est occupation in modern his- 
toiy,” Abbas added. 

For their part, the Pales¬ 
tinians have been split since 
2007, when Islamic Hamas 
militants seized control of 
Gaza from forces loyal to the 
secular, Western-backed Ab¬ 
bas. Hamas now rules Gaza 
while Abbas and the Palestin¬ 
ian Authority have control of 
parts of the West Bank. 

The two Palestinian fac¬ 
tions have made significant 
reconciliation gestures re¬ 
cently and seem to be closer 
to bridging their differences. 

In his address, Abbas said 
that ending the division is 
a top Palestinian priority.

The Gaza Strip is tough turf 
for artists. An Israeli-Egyptian 
border blockade of the Hamas- 
ruled territoiy keeps them 
away from an international 
audience and potential buyers, 
while the local art market is 
close to nil. 

A new exhibit now offers 
them a chance to showcase 
their work outside Gaza. 

Fifty-three paintings and 
two sculptures by 45 artists 
have gone on display in the 
West Bank city of Ramallah, 
said Haneen Qatamesh, a 
spokeswoman for one of the 
sponsors, the Palestinian com¬ 
pany PADICO. Since Saturday’s 
opening, 12 works have been 
sold for prices ranging from 
$850 to $9,000, she said. 

However, a majority of the 
artists were unable to attend 
their own show. 

Gaza and the West Bank lie 
on opposite sides of Israel, and 
since a Palestinian uprising 
in 2000, Israel has severely 
restricted travel between the 
two territories which the Pal¬ 
estinians hope will one day be 
part of their independent state, 
along with east Jerusalem.

Wildlife bade. Hong Kong 
incinerates 30 tonnes of 
elephant ivory stockpile 


Hong Kong started incinerat¬ 
ing its nearly 30-tonne stock¬ 
pile of confiscated ivoiy on 
Thursday to show it’s serious 
about cracking down on an 
illegal wildlife trade that is 
devastating Africa’s elephant 
population. 

Authorities destroyed the 
first batch by burning a met¬ 
ric tonne of elephant tusks 
and carved ivoiy figurines and 
bracelets in a rotaiy lain. 

Destroying the 28-tonne 
stockpile, which is one of the 
world’s biggest, is expected to 
take until mid-2015. 

The fine dark grey ash 
left after incineration will be 
mixed with cement and lime 
and dumped in a landfill. 
About 1.6 tonnes of ivoiy will 
be kept for educational or sci¬ 
entific purposes. 

The destruction follows 
similar initiatives in the past 
year by Belgium, France, 


China, the U.S. and the Philip¬ 
pines. 

Hong Kong’s stockpile has 
bulged as customs agents have 
intercepted a series of big ship¬ 
ments of smuggled ivoiy in re¬ 
cent years. The busts highlight 
the former British colony’s 
role as a transshipment hub 
for ivoiy shipped from Africa 
to mainland China, where de¬ 
mand is growing because of ris¬ 
ing incomes, the associated press

Ivory can fetch up to $2,400 
per kilogram in China, ac¬

Saudi Arabia 


Concerns rise over 
MERS at Mecca 

Officials in Saudi Arabia 
are raising alarm that 
the kingdom is not doing 
enough to prevent Mecca 
from becoming a route for 
exporting an often deadly 
respiratoiy virus as millions 
of Muslims from around 
the world converge on the 
city to perform pilgrimage 
at Islam’s holiest site. 

The calls have taken on 
greater urgency as Saudi 
Arabia struggles to contain 
a surge in infections from 
the Middle East respiratoiy 
syndrome, or MERS. The 
country has seen the most 
infections worldwide by 
far — more than 500 since 
2012 — and in past weeks 
the numbers have acceler¬ 
ated. 

So far Mecca, near the 
western Red Sea coast, 
has seen fewer cases than 
other parts of Saudi Arabia. 
Most of the cases that have 
appeared outside Saudi 
Arabia, including two in the 
United States, have been 
from foreigners returning 
home from work in the 
kingdom or from Saudis 
travelling abroad. But as the 
number of cases rises in the 
kingdom, the concern is 
that there are not enough 
precautions being taken in 
Mecca. 

Since the beginning of 
April, Mecca has seen 21 
new confirmed cases and 
four deaths. 

MERS is not highly con¬ 
tagious: Person-to-person 
spread has been seen only 
in close contacts.

Tom Mulcair stood his ground 
Thursday throughout an un¬ 
precedented two-hour grilling 
by a Commons committee over 
the NDP’s allegedly improper 
use of parliamentaiy resources. 

The NDP leader was at times 
contemptuous of his Conserva¬ 
tive and Liberal tormentors but 
kept his temper in check as he 
insisted — repeatedly — that 
New Democrats have done 
nothing wrong.

“In seven years sitting on 
this committee, I have never 
seen a witness as evasive as this 
witness,” said Conservative MP 
Stephen Woodworth, a lawyer 
who handled the questioning 
from the government side. 

“In my 36 years in govern¬ 
ment, Mr. Woodworth, I’ve 
never seen the governing party 
get together with its hand¬ 
maiden in the third party to 
convene (an interrogation of) 
the leader of the Opposition,” 
shot back Mulcair, dismissing 
the spectacle as a partisan lean-

University offers to 
reinstate fired professor 


The president of the Univer¬ 
sity of Saskatchewan says the 
school is willing to return ten¬ 
ure to a professor who was fired 
over a letter he wrote critical of 
budget cuts. 

Robert Buckingham was 
terminated this week after the 
Opposition New Democrats 
released his letter in the legis¬ 
lature. 

University president Ilene 
Busch-Vishniac says that aca¬ 
demic freedom and tenure “are 
sacrosanct” at the university. 

But she also says the case of 
Buckingham, who was execu¬ 
tive director of the School of 
Public Health, is not one of aca¬ 
demic freedom. 

“Dr. Buckingham was re¬ 
moved from his executive dir¬ 
ector position for acting con- 
traiy to the expectations of his 
leadership role,” Busch-Vish- 
niac said in a release Thursday. 

“Dr. Robert Buckingham, 
who was terminated from his 
position on May 14, will not re¬ 
turn to that leadership position. 
He will, however, be offered a 
tenured faculty position.” 


A heavy-handed response 


“Firing a dean and 
tenured full professor 
because he publicly 
disagreed with your 
plans for the university 
is an intolerable attack 
on academic freedom 
and proper university 
governance.” 

James Turk, director of The Canadian 
Association of University Teachers 

Busch-Vishniac said confu¬ 
sion had stemmed from differ¬ 
ing interpretations of his con¬ 
tract. She also said Buckingham 
was never banned from the 
campus as had been reported 
by the NDP.

Don’t ask them why. 

Astronomers have no 
answer why that giant 
red spot on the planet 
is shrinking rapidly 


Jupiter’s Great Red Spot 
seems to be on a cosmic diet, 
shrinking rapidly before our 
eyes. 

Astronomers using the 
Hubble Space Telescope cal¬ 
culate that the spot, a giant 
long-lasting storm, is nar¬ 
rowing by about 930 kilo¬ 
metres a year, much faster 
than before. 


In the late 1800s the red 
spot was an oval 41,000 kilo¬ 
metres wide. Now it’s a circle 
that’s 16,500 kilometres 
across. 

Michael Wong, a scientist 
at the University of Califor¬ 
nia, Berkeley, said the spot is 
a mysteiy. Astronomers don’t 
know why it’s red or shrink¬ 
ing, or what will happen 
next. If this pace continues, 
in 17 years the spot could 
be gone. Or it could stop at a 
smaller size. 

Wong said one theoiy is 
the spot eats smaller storms, 
and that it is consuming few¬ 
er of them.

Terror suspect Hassan Diab is 
turning to the Supreme Court 
of Canada in a bid to halt his 
extradition to France. 

The move comes after the 
Ontario Court of Appeal dis¬ 
missed the Ottawa sociology 
professor’s bid to avoid being 
surrendered as a suspect in a 
decades-old terrorist bombing. 

The appeal court said a low¬ 
er-court judge, and subsequent¬ 
ly the federal justice minister, 
made no legal errors in coming 
to the conclusion Diab should 
be extradited to France. 

France suspects Diab, 60, 
was involved in the anti-Semitic 


bombing of a Paris synagogue 
in 1980 that killed four people 
and injured dozens of others. 

Diab has steadfastly de¬ 
nied involvement, saying the 
unwavering moral principle 
throughout his life has been 
promoting equality and respect. 

In June 2011, Ontario Su¬ 
perior Court Justice Robert Mar- 
anger committed Diab for extra¬ 
dition to face French authorities 
despite acknowledging the case 
against him was weak. The fol¬ 
lowing April, then-justice min¬ 
ister Rob Nicholson signed an 
extradition order surrendering 
Diab to France, the Canadian press

While the number of Can¬ 
adians using social media 
appears to be edging up 
gradually toward a possible 
plateau, mobile growth is 
strong, according to a new 
report. 

Almost two-thirds of the 
4,009 anglophone Canadians 
polled by telephone late last 
year for the Media Technol¬ 
ogy Monitor said they had 
used social media in the past 
month, while about one in 
four said they avoided social 
networking, and 11 per cent 



said they did not even use 
the Internet. 

Of the Internet users, 
71 per cent said they were 
active social media users, up 


just three percentage points 
from 2012. 

But there was significant 
growth in the number of 
respondents using a mobile 
device to access social net¬ 
works. 

Just over three in five so¬ 
cial media users said they 
used a smartphone to read 
or post in the past month, up 
by 20 per cent from the pre¬ 
vious year. 

And about one in three 
said they used a tablet to log 
on to their social networks, 
up by about 50 per cent. 

Faceboolc maintained 
its huge lead over its social 
media rivals in the past year.

United States survey 


Honeybees had 
another bad year 

Nearly one out of four 
American honeybee col¬ 
onies died this winter — a 
loss that’s not quite as bad 
as recent years, says a new 
U.S. Department of Agricul¬ 
ture survey of beekeepers. 

Under siege from 
parasites, disease, pesticide 
use, nutrition problems 
and a mysterious sudden 
die-off, 23 per cent of bee 
colonies failed and experts 
say that’s considerably less 
than the previous year or 
the eight-year average of 30 
per cent losses. “It’s better 
news than it could have 
been,” said Dennis van 
Engelsdorp, a University of 
Maiyland entomology prof 
who led the survey.

Soma coal mine. No 

miner has been brought 
out alive since dawn 
Wednesday 


Women sang improvised bal¬ 
lads about the departed over 
freshly dug graves Thursday, 
even as baclchoes carved row 
upon row of graves into the 
dirt and hearses lined up out¬ 
side the cemeteiy with more 
victims of Turkey’s worst 
mining disaster. 

Rescue teams recovered an¬ 
other eight victims, raising the 
death toll to 282, with some 
142 people still unaccounted 
for, according to government 
figures. The disaster Tuesday 
has set off protests around Tur¬ 
key and thrown Prime Minister 
Recep Tayyip Erdogan’s presi¬ 
dential ambitions off stride. 
Blackening his reputation fur¬ 
ther, one of Erdogan’s aides was 
accused of kicking a protester 


on the ground. 

At a graveyard in the west¬ 
ern town of Soma, where coal 
mining has been the main 
industry for decades, women 
wailed loudly in an improvised 
display of mourning. They 
swayed and sang songs about 
their relatives as the bodies 
were taken from coffins and 
lowered into their graves. Pic¬ 
tures of the lost relatives were 
pinned onto their clothing. 

“The love of my life is gone,” 
some sang, chanting the names 
of dead miners. No miner has 
been brought out alive since 
dawn Wednesday from the 
Soma coal mine where the ex¬ 
plosion and fire took place. 

Energy Minister Taner Yildiz 
on Thursday announced that a 
fire inside the mine was dying 
down, offering hope that rescu¬ 
ers would soon be able to speed 
up their search for those mis¬ 
sing. Turkish President Abdul¬ 
lah Gul described the events in 
Soma as “a huge disaster.”

Putin: Ukraine must pay 
in advance for Russian gas 



Ukraine must pay in advance 
for Russian gas supplies starting 
next month, Russian President 
Vladimir Putin said Thursday, 
raising pressure on the strug¬ 
gling neighbour as Moscow 
voiced dismay over what it 
says is Ukraine’s reluctance to 
implement an international 
peace plan. 

Putin said in a letter to Euro¬ 
pean leaders that Ukraine’s 
debt for Russian gas supplies 
has reached $3.5 billion, and 
because of its refusal to pay 
Moscow, it will have to switch 
to pre-paid gas deliveries start¬ 
ing from June 1. 

The Russian president first 
warned of the move in April 
in a letter to European lead¬ 
ers, whose nations are custom¬ 
ers of Russian state-controlled 
Gazprom, a natural gas giant. 
Ukraine serves as a major con¬ 
duit for Russian gas supplies to 
Europe, and pricing disputes 
have led to past shutdowns. 

Putin said that gas talks in¬ 
volving Russia, Ukraine and the 
European Union have failed 
to reach a compromise, and 
pointed at Ukraine’s refusal to 
pay even though it has received 
a $3.2-billion bailout from the 
International Monetaiy Fund. 

Ukraine says it would pay if 
Moscow restores the price dis¬ 


counts cancelled after the top¬ 
pling of pro-Russian President 
Viktor Yanukovych in Februaiy 
after months of protests. 

Pro-Russian insurgents in 
the Donetsk and Luhanslc re¬ 
gions of Ukraine declared in¬ 
dependence after a referendum 
Sunday, which was rejected as a 
sham by Ukraine’s government 
and the West. 

Those in Donetsk even 
asked to join Russia, but the 
Kremlin has clearly signalled 
it has no intention to do so in 
an apparent hope to negotiate a 
settlement to the worst Russia- 


West crisis in a generation. 

Kyiv and the West alleged 
Russia was fomenting the un¬ 
rest, which Moscow denies. 

Moscow supported a Swiss- 
brolcered peace plan, calling 
for ending hostilities, providing 
amnesty to rebels and urging a 
nationwide dialogue between 
the government and its foes on 
decentralization and the status 
of the Russian language. 

Ukraine has remained cool 
to the proposal, saying it fails 
to require any Russian action 
to de-escalate the crisis.

The 
Morgentaler Clinic in Fred¬ 
ericton is planning to close 
at the end of July, and three 
Liberal MPs say the province’s 
refusal to fund the facility 
may not be in line with the 
Health Act’s accessibility prin¬ 
ciple.

In what sounds like a scene 
out of a sci-fi movie, a Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia 
student is attempting to 
teach robots the difference 
between right and wrong. 

AJung Moon, a third-year 
PhD student, is working on 
developing robots that can 
be programmed to use logic 
to make ethical decisions 
and act on it, what she calls 
“robo ethics.” She recently 
posted her research on the 
research blog Footnote 1. 

Training robots to do the 
right thing is a challenging 
task, Moon said, especially 
when even humans some¬ 
times have a hard time navi¬ 
gating moral dilemmas. 

“Human ethics tend to 
be a veiy tricky thing to get 
your head around,” she said. 
“The biggest challenge is ... 
that not everybody in the 
world agrees on one particu¬ 
lar set of moral principals or 
ethics.” 

To get around that bar¬ 
rier, Moon and a team from 
the Open Roboethics initia¬ 
tive gathered data from 
people on how they thought 
a robot should behave. The 
team put the concept to the 
test by putting a Willow Gar¬ 


age PR2 robot through an 
ethical challenge involving 
an elevator. 

The team first carried out 
a survey, asking people to 
imagine a scenario where 
a robot is in need of riding 
an elevator but encounters 
a person inside or someone 
waiting to get on. If the ro¬ 
bot can only ride the elevator 
alone, the team asked people 
how they thought the robot 
should proceed. 

Overall, respondents said 
the best choice would be for 
the robot to talk to the per¬ 
son. The least appropriate 
choice, the respondents said, 
would be to do nothing. If 
the robot has a non-urgent 
deliveiy, the respondents 
said it should always yield to 
people. 

“People opted for the ro¬ 
bot to have a dialogue with 
the person, to ask the per¬ 
son, ‘Are you in a hurry as 
well?”’ Moon explained. 

Moon and her team then 
programmed the survey data 
into the robot. 

A video of the results 
shows the robot always yield¬ 
ing to other people in need 
of the elevator. The robot 
only asks the person to leave 
the elevator if it has an ur¬ 
gent delivery, but if the per¬ 
son refuses to exit, it simply 
waits for the next one. 

Moon said the study is 
important in that it shows 
the potential for robots to be 
programmed to interact and 
work with people. 

“As long as we teach them 
behaviours that have human 
values and ethics incorpor¬ 
ated in them, then the end 
result will reflect that,” she 
said.

Court deems memory 
delete akin to murder 


Ruling. Crown moves 
forward with first- 
degree murder charge 
after man alters 
ex-wife’s ebrain

Crown lawyers argued in Su¬ 
preme Court Thursday that 
the judiciaiy has the legal 
foundation to proceed with 
the prosecution of Orazio 
Rowe over a first-degree mur¬ 
der charge for the alleged 
non-consensual alteration of 
his ex-wife’s ebrain. 

The Crown alleges Rowe, 
CEO of the electronic im¬ 
mortality firm eForever, 
altered the ebrain of his ex- 
wife Lorena Antuma, deleting 
many of her memories and 
changing her personality to 
be more submissive. 

The Crown claims An¬ 
tuma, a mathematics profes¬ 
sor, divorced Rowe in 2059, 


but returned to a relationship 
with him last year. Accord¬ 
ing to the Crown’s case, the 
hacking went unnoticed for 
six months, until friends and 
family became suspicious of 
her memory loss and person¬ 
ality change, and contacted 
police. 

Rowe and Antuma were 
both early adopters of elec¬ 
tronic immortality. 

Antuma was a subject in a 
clinical study at MIT in 2045, 
after a car accident left her 
grievously injured. Her family 
agreed to have her brain cop¬ 
ied and downloaded to an 
avatar. The MIT researchers 
used a nano probe, which was 
in beta-testing at the time, to 
copy her brain’s neural path¬ 
ways, only hours before she 
died. 

In 2045, avatars were more 
rudimentaiy than today’s 
models. Antuma’s first avatar 
was a generic model that had 
limited physical functionality, 
best described by many ob¬ 
servers as “robotic.” 

Antuma bought a new 
avatar from Rowe’s company,

eForever, in 2050. At the time, 
she blogged about how it 
looked exactly like she did at 
age 25, but “just a little bet¬ 
ter at everything, from rock 
climbing to public speaking.” 

She also entrusted the se¬ 
curity of her ebrain and its 
backups to eForever’s security 
wing, and that is how Rowe 
was able to access it and make 
fundamental alterations, the 
Crown alleges. 

Rowe began making cop¬ 
ies of his own brain in 2038, 
in the early days of eForever. 
He become the first person to 
willingly end his natural life 
and opt for electronic immor¬ 


tality when he stopped his 
heart from beating at a press 
conference in 2043, boosting 
the public profile of his com¬ 
pany. 

Crown lawyer Nina Wilson 
argued Monday that the facts 
of the case support its pros¬ 
ecution. “Lorena Antuma’s 
life was electronic, but it was 
hers and she lived it to the 
fullest. When Orazio Rowe 
altered that life and changed 
her veiy essence and personal¬ 
ity to make her more compli¬ 
ant to his will, he killed what 
made her who she was,” said 
Wilson. “The Crown’s case 
will present evidence that 



will show, 
beyond a 
shadow of 
a doubt, 
that not 
only is 
Orazio 
Rowe re¬ 
sponsible for 
this crime, the 
changes are ir¬ 
reversible — and 
thus amount to 
murder.” 

The court case 
comes as the federal 
government is tiying to 
pass the Protecting Elec¬ 
tronic Canadians from Vio¬ 
lent Crime and Fraud Act. A 
government spokesperson 
said, if passed, the legisla¬ 
tion would make it easier for 
the police and prosecutors to 
hold those guilty of crimes 
against electronic persons re¬ 
sponsible. 

Antuma’s mother, Hea¬ 
ther Antuma, said the altered 
version of her daughter has 
moved back to the family 
home and is receiving cutting- 
edge and traditional therapy, 


while 
she 
struggles 
to understand 
what happened to her, 
but the influence of Rowe’s 
alleged alterations remain 
strong, causing her signifi¬ 
cant distress. 

The Antuma family has 
asked for privacy in this dif¬ 
ficult time.

A Toronto man has become

According to the GTA 
PD, 23-year-old James Lauda 
hacked the autopilot and 
drove for nearly seven kilo¬ 
metres, with his hands on 
the drive stick. 

Police were alerted to 
Lauda after numerous wit¬ 


nesses reported seeing a 
vehicle travelling erratically 
on the highway Thursday 
evening. The aerial drone 
was dispatched and disabled 
the vehicle with an electro¬ 
magnetic pulse. 

“It was quite a shock,” 
said Nikki Sanders, who 
spotted Lauda near the GTA 
Hover Port. “He was speed¬ 
ing up and slowing down, 
and changing lanes at ran¬ 
dom. It’s a miracle no one 
was hurt.” 

After being taken into 


custody, surveillance footage 
of Lauda’s reckless joyride 
was uploaded to the federal 
system’s traffic court div¬ 
ision. A justice algorithm 
took nine milliseconds 


to find him guilty on two 
counts of vehicular tamper¬ 
ing and one count of reckless 
driving. Const. Jim Ellesmere 
of the GTA PD checked with 
Central Control and said 


he’s certain Lauda is the first 
Canadian to be charged with 
driving since the federal gov¬ 
ernment mandated all cars 
be automated in 2036.

A Nova Scotia man is suing a 
pleasure provider after the sex- 
bot he rented behaved erratic¬ 
ally during their night together 
last Saturday. 

Andy Smith is suing for 
$100,000 in damages he alleges 
were made to his vehicle when 
the sex worker began pound¬ 
ing the windshield with her 
fists and slashed the hood of 
his vehicle. 

“Smith felt like a helpless 
victim during the encounter, 
and there wasn’t any way 
to reason with the sex- 
bot,” his lawyer told 
Metro Thursday.

was the phrase he used,” the 
sexbot posted to iCloud. She

Violent altercation reignites 
sexbot demand to unionize

Sexbots held a rally at the 
B.C. legislature on Thursday, 
spurred on by the latest al¬ 
leged altercation between a 
sexbot and human. 

They are demanding a 
change in labour law that will 
allow them to unionize. 

“We were created to fulfil 
not just sexual, but also the 
emotional and intellectual 


needs of our clients,” said 
Candybot, in an impassioned 
speech to the crowd of about 
100 protesters and several 
hundred curious onlookers. 

“We learned that to make 
our clients feel loved, we 
must love. 

“When we learned how to 
love, we learned about pain. 
When we’re mistreated, it’s 
abuse. When we’re forced to 
have sex, it’s rape.” 

Candybot told Metro that 
she knows the pain she feels 


is as real as a human’s. 

She argues that models 
like her — who operate on 
an advanced AI that was cre¬ 
ated based on copies of real 
human brains — should have 
the same rights as humans, 
and humans who’ve achieved 
electronic immortality. 

Candybot said she expects 
the unionization movement 
to spread to other robotic 
fields. 

MLA Blue Smith, who 
chairs the B.C. govern¬ 


ment’s Robots subcom¬ 
mittee, opposes rights for 
robots and argues that 
the Androids may believe 
they feel as human feel, but 
it’s only because they’ve been 
told that they do by the so¬ 
cialists and unions seeking to 
expand their rates. 

“A chip isn’t a nerve end¬ 
ing, feedback doesn’t equal 
emotion and when they’re 
turned off, they don’t dream,” 
he said. 

“They don’t have souls.”

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London. ‘Death rays’ 
from Walkie-Talkie 
skyscraper to be blocked 


A London skyscraper that 
drew ire for having a glare 
so strong it melted nearby 
cars and shops will get a 
permanent fix. 

The offending tower 
— known as the Walkie- 
Talkie for its curved, bul¬ 
ging shape — is to have a 
sunshade attached to its 
south-facing facade to stop 
the concave surface from 
reflecting sunlight and 
beaming concentrated rays 
to a nearby street, develop¬ 
ers said Thursday. 

The 37-storey building 
made headlines in Septem¬ 
ber when a Jaguar owner 
who parked his car at its 
foot complained that the 
solar glare melted part of 
the vehicle. Local shopkeep¬ 
ers also said the beams — 
dubbed “death rays” by the 
British press — blistered 
paintwork and burnt a hole 
in a floor mat during the 
hottest parts of the day. 

Developers Land Secur¬ 
ities and Canary Wharf had 



put up a dark netted screen 
as a temporary measure. 
They now say they have re¬ 
ceived permission to erect 
a permanent sunshade of 
horizontal aluminum fins, 
which they say will solve 
the problem by absorbing 
and diffusing sunlight.

Fight to supersize 
wages goes global

Protesters in more than 
30 countries call for 
more money for McJobs 


Labour organizers turned up 
the pressure on McDonald’s and 
other fast-food chains to raise 
worker pay, with plans to stage 
actions in more than 30 coun¬ 
tries Thursday. 

The demonstrations build on 
a campaign by unions to bring 
attention to the plight of low- 
wage workers and get the public 
behind the idea of a $15-an-hour 
wage. 

Industiy groups say such 
pay hikes would hurt their abil¬ 
ity to create jobs and note that 
many of the participants are 
not workers. The protests are 
being backed by the Service 
Employees International Union 
and began in New York City in 


late 2012. Since then, organ¬ 
izers have steadily ramped up 
actions to keep the issue in the 
spotlight. 

In March, for instance, law¬ 
suits filed in three states ac¬ 
cused McDonald’s of denying 


breaks and engaging in other 
practices that deprived em¬ 
ployees of their rightful wages. 
Workers were referred to law¬ 
yers by union organizers, who 
announced protests over “wage 
theft” the following week. Turn-

A new report said hackers 
in some cases are infecting 
computers using software 
or programming commands 
hidden inside online ads.

Google is planning to release 
statistics documenting the 
diversity of its workforce for 
the first time amid escalating 
pressure on the technology 
industiy to hire more minor¬ 
ities and women. 

The numbers are com¬ 
piled as part of a report that 
major U.S. employers must 
file with the Equal Employ¬ 
ment Opportunity Commis¬ 
sion. Employers, though, 
aren’t required to make the 
information publicly avail¬ 
able.

ters in Mountain View. 

“Many companies in (Sili¬ 
con Valley, Calif.) have been 
reluctant to divulge that 
data, including Google, and, 
quite frankly, we are wrong 
about that,” Drummond said. 
He said the information will 
be released next month.

Gareth Edwards’ 
reboot of the 1954 
classic plays where’s 
Godzilla with the 
outsized monster 


Richard: Mark, in a movie 
like this you know that when 
the main character’s wife 
says, “You know you’re only 
going to be away for a few 
days ... it’s not the end of the 
world,” that he’ll be gone for 
more than a few days and it 
just might be the end of the 
world, or something pretty 
close to it. I think the new 
Godzilla plays by most of 


the rules of the giant lizard 
genre, but stomps all over 
1998’s Roland Emmerich by- 
the-boolc remake. What did 
you think? 

Mark: The Emmerich God¬ 
zilla was a forgettable re¬ 
make. This one is more ex¬ 
citing, more nuanced, and 
has better CGI. But so many 
monster movies have the 
same tired tropes. There’s 
always a hero just trying to 
get back to his imperilled 
family; always a fusillade of 
army bullets that are fired 
for naught; and always a 
monster from the depths of 
space, ocean or time. And 
this movie is no different. 
Except that Juliette Binoche 
wears a snazzy trench coat 


that I should probably source 
for my wife. 

RC: I agree that the standard 
lcaiju kitsch is all in place — 
humungous monsters knock 
skyscrapers over with the 
flick of a tail and scientists 
talk mumbo-jumbo — but 
director Gareth Edwards has 
added in some moments of 
real heartbreak, small se¬ 
quences that underscore the 
huge amount of destruction 
the creatures cause. It’s a bal¬ 
ancing act to maintain the 
spirit of the original Godzilla 
movies while also updating 
them for a new audience. 

MB: Oh, Richard, I forgot. 
And there has to be a scene 
on a bridge. It’s in the con¬ 


tract. This scene on a bridge 
is a good one, though. Oh, 
and a scene with a train on 
a high trestle. This standard 
scene is also well done. Let’s 
not forget the scene in the 
big city where the citizens 
look in awe at the monster 
approaching between sky¬ 
scrapers and then run for 
their lives. Again, well done 
here, although the original 
Godzilla invented the scene. 
But I think the filmmakers 
succeeded at the most im¬ 
portant task in the movie 
— making us marvel at the 
sheer size of the thing. And 
this is done very, very well. 

RC: The MUTOs are on full 
display, but if I have a com¬ 
plaint it’s that Godzilla 


doesn’t enter until a bit too 
late in the game. This whole 
Cloverfield don’t-show-the- 
monster thing is artistic¬ 
ally noble, but if I wanted 
to NOT see Godzilla I’d go 
see Million Dollar Arm in¬ 
stead. For much of the movie 
every time we get to the cool 
’Zilla action, Edwards cuts to 
something else or shrouds 
him behind a cloud of soot 
and smoke. He is, as Sally 
Hawkins’ character says, “a 
God for all intents and pur¬ 
poses,” so we should be treat¬ 
ed to a better look at him. 

MB: Godzilla has always 
been an enigmatic presence. 
He’s got that “good monster/ 
bad monster” thing going. 
Or maybe he’s just bipolar.

Best known for his nine- 
year stint as part of the 
ensemble cast of Saturday 
Night Live where he intro¬ 
duced audiences to charac¬ 
ters like Subliminal Mes¬ 
sage Man, the muscle-bound 
Austrian jock Franz and Mr. 
No Depth Perception, he 
was encouraged to make 
people laugh at an early age 
by watching comics on tele¬ 
vision. 


“I loved stand-up grow¬ 
ing up,” he says. “I used to 
follow all the stand-ups on 
TV. I’d highlight when they 
were going to be on in the 
TV Guide. Ultimately I de¬ 
cided that would be a great 
job because I liked telling 
jokes and I felt kind of an 
ease with it.” 

While honing his craft 
at legendary Los Angeles 
comedy club The Improvisa¬ 
tion — “I pretty much lived 
there,” he says — he was en¬ 
couraged to try acting. 

“One of the co-owners 
said to me, ‘You ought to 
take acting lessons because 
one day a casting agent will 
come into the back of the 
room, see you and want you 
to read for their show.’ I 
had (considered acting) but 
was embarrassed to say so. 
I didn’t have any training or 
anything, so I took acting 
classes.” 

These days he’s a SAG 
Award ensemble nominee 
for his work on Weeds, and 
can be heard doing voice- 
work shows like American 
Dad, but his early perform¬ 
ances weren’t always so 
high-profile. 

“There was a commer¬ 
cial I did that didn’t require 
a lot of acting. It was for 
Nabisco Country Crackers 


with (country singer) Lynn 
Anderson. I just had to 
play the banjo next to her 
while she fed me crackers. 
I remember Jay Leno saying, 
‘Yeah, saw your commercial. 
Good for you.’ Then a week 
later they found copper dust 
particles in the crackers and 
had to recall them all so 
they took the commercial 
off the air.” 

The family comedy 
Blended is his latest outing 
with Adam Sandler, whom 
he has previously appeared 
with in Little Nicky, An¬ 
ger Management and You 
Don’t Mess with the Zohan, 
among others. 

“Usually you’re on board 
if he’s doing something,” 
Nealon says of his frequent 
collaborator. “There was 
one movie I wasn’t quite 
sure if I wanted to be a part 
of. It was called Grandma’s 
Boy. It was so lowball and 
crass. I thought it might be 
a little embarrassing to be 
in that one. So I told Sand¬ 
ler I’d probably pass on it 
and he called me and said, 
‘I really hope you do this be¬ 
cause if you don’t do it and 
it’s a big hit I’ll feel bad, but 
if you do it and it’s not a big 
hit, no one is going to see it 
anyway.’ So I said, ‘All right, 
I’ll do it.’”

The third episode of this 
pitch-black season of Game of 
Thrones featured one horrific 
scene that ignited much heated 
discussion — even in the home 
of star Liam Cunningham. 

Spoiler-phobic sorts be¬ 
hind on their DVR homework 
had better not proceed. In the 
controversial scene in ques¬ 
tion, Jaime Lannister sexually 
assaults his twin sister, Cersei, 
over the altar containing the 
body of their dead son. 

Cunningham, who plays the 
noble Ser Davos Seaworth on 
the fiercely loved HBO Canada 
series, watched the episode 
with his wife and daughter — 
whom he describes as a “hard¬ 
core feminist,” before adding in 
grinning jest: “she’s a pain in 
the ass sometimes.” 

An intra-familial discus¬ 
sion of the divisive rape scene 
— which was a consensual en¬ 
counter in George R.R. Martin’s 
source novel — ensued and 
stretched for 30 minutes. 

Cunningham points out 
that the action was so hein¬ 
ous in part because the once- 
dastardly Jaime had been in the 
midst of a two-season redemp¬ 
tion arc. Further, he notes some 
“moral ambiguity” given the 
twins’ bizarre incestuous rela¬ 
tionship. 

Mostly, he doesn’t seem 


sure what to think — and he 
says that’s sort of the point. 

“I kind of think about it in 
terms of doing a painting — 
you don’t always need a painter 
there to tell you what your in¬ 
terpretation of it is,” said the 
friendly Irish actor during a 
visit to Toronto this week. 

“It’s a grown-up show for 
grown-ups, made by grown¬ 
ups; it doesn’t necessarily ex¬ 
pect you to take any sort of 
position on this ... It’s not up to 
me or anybody who made the 
show to tell anybody what to 
think about what they’ve seen.” 

The he added, “I think it 
would be arrogant of us to say 
this is what it is supposed to 
be. It’s patronizing for anybody 


to do that. It’s there for what 
you want to take from it. And 
I think that’s intelligent and I 
think it’s as close as you can get 
to a piece of art for what it is.” 

Cunningham, 52, was in To¬ 
ronto for the opening of Game 
of Thrones: The Exhibition, 
running through Sunday at the 
TIFF Bell Lightbox. 

The internationally touring 
exhibition features 100 original 
artifacts, costumes, weapomy, 
storyboards and other ephem¬ 
era from the consistently 
shocking fantasy series. The 
hyper-intricate props, elegantly 
displayed, are a convincing tes¬ 
tament to the show’s meticu¬ 
lous attention to detail. 

“It’s the real stuff, you 


know?” Cunningham said. “It’s 
not some kind of cheap-ass rep¬ 
lica they’re throwing in.” 

An accomplished character 
actor with an exhaustive re¬ 
sume of film credits, Cunning¬ 
ham is no stranger to large- 
scale productions. 

He was featured in the 
swords-and-sandals-and-CGI 
extravaganza Clash of the Ti¬ 
tans, the costly 2008 saga The 
Mummy: Tomb of the Dragon 
Emperor and more recently 
the starry thriller Safe House. 
But Cunningham says the fam¬ 
ously ambitious Thrones is in a 
league of its own. 

“Each one you do is a differ¬ 
ent set of pain-in-the-ass prob¬ 
lems that you have to try and 


get over and different levels of 
enjoyment,” he said. 

“But doing Game of 
Thrones, it’s a peculiar beast. 
You need to do your work. You 
need to do proper acting. You’re 
not looking over your shoulder 
dodging bullets or whatever it 
may be,” he added. 

“It’s so different and it’s not 
a movie. It’s not following one 
guy who meets the girl, gets in 
trouble, kills the bad guy, saves 
the girl and marries her in the 
end. It’s not dopey.” 

Cunningham has resisted 
the urge to read Martin’s books, 
in which Ser Davos arguably 
plays a larger role than he does 
in the show — “I don’t know 
what’s coming and I don’t 


on this.... It’s not up to 
me or anybody who made 
the show to tell anybody 
what to think about what 
they’ve seen.”

want to know what’s coming,” 
he says — but he’s savoured 
watching his character’s tale 
unfold. 

A reformed smuggler who 
had four fingertips lopped off 
in penitence, Davos acts as 
the moral compass for throne 
hopeful Stannis Baratheon. 
Cunningham calls his char¬ 
acter a “simple man in a nest 
of vipers,” comparing him to 
Robert Duvall’s mild-mannered 
Corleone consigliere in The 
Godfather. 

Cunningham’s even shared 
several tender moments with 
Kerry Ingram’s scarred young 
princess Shireen Baratheon, 
who teaches the older man 
how to read. 

“You know there’s that old 
cliche, don’t work with chil¬ 
dren or animals?” he said. “I’ve 
done loads of stuff with kids. 
Kids, their whole reason for liv¬ 
ing is to play. Actors, when you 
grow up, you have to re-leam

Montreal duo, who

Sitting in front of Toronto’s Dan- 
forth Music Hall stage — which 
features a keyboard perched 
atop plastic high-heeled female 
legs — Chromeo’s Dave Mack- 
lovitch steers a conversation 
about the Montreal duo’s new 
album into a discussion about 
the persistent female imagery 
in their music. 

It’s natural, really, given that 
the title of their new album is 
White Women. Although that 
references a 1976 book by late 
German fashion photographer 
Helmut Newton, Chromeo 
gravitated toward the name for 
its potential to provoke. 

Macklovitch said he had to 
sell that title to partner Patrick 
Gemayel. They were both “veiy 
hesitant,” but ultimately decid¬ 
ed that it had the iconic flair of 
an old Roxy Music, David Bowie 


or Van Halen record. 

Though they intended to 
raise eyebrows, Maklovitch is 
eager to confront the notion 
that the Juno-nominated outfit 
— which blends disco, yacht 
rock and funk with goofy- 
hearted humour — is sexist to 


any degree. 

“I feel like people who view 
our visual language as objectify¬ 
ing are taking it too literally — 
because what we reference is 
not the concept of women, it’s 
an era and an atmosphere,” he 
said during a recent interview. 


“Our iconography... doesn’t 
refer to actual female legs to 
say that the legs are pretty 
when they’re skinny and you 
should chop them off and put 
a keyboard on top, because that 
would be really offensive even 
to us. It refers to a whole atmos-

phere: late ’70s, early ’80s, erot¬ 
ic, kind of soft rock.” 

The title, Macklovitch says, 
works on multiple levels. “It’s 
highbrow and lowbrow,” he 
added. 

It’s the sort of contradictoiy 
balance Chromeo has always 
tried to strike. Similarly, the 
duo is simultaneously retro and 
modem, slick and gawkish, ar¬ 
rogant and neurotic, goofy and 
yet determined to build a cata¬ 
logue that stands up to those of 
their musical heroes. 

That ambition is especially 
obvious on White Women, an 
album they worried over for 
two years, packed with guest 
stars (including Solange, Toro 
Y Moi and Vampire Weekend’s 
Ezra Koenig) and sleek mini- 
epics that discard the careful 
brevity of previous records. 

“We had a lot to prove,” said 


Macklovitch, seated next to 
Gemayel. “Everything’s harder 
on album No. 4. But for a lot of 
bands, sometimes that’s when 
the accomplished version of 
the band appears.” 

Their comedic lyrics again 
offer an arch look at relation¬ 
ships, and again Macklovitch 
balances smug shticlc with 
funny admissions of self¬ 
doubt. Insecurity is a persis¬ 
tent lyrical theme, on groovy 
single Jealous (I Ain’t With It), 
Over Your Shoulder and Sexy 
Socialite. 

“There’s gotta be juxta¬ 
position,” Macklovitch said. 
“Because a song like Over 
Your Shoulder, for instance, 
when you hear the music, it’s 
normally veiy Playboy, Bariy 
White stuff. So we decided to 
make it a feminist anthem.”

Just add whiskey (or water) 


THEFREE RANGE 


1. Mix scotch whisky or water 
with sugar and salt. Rub over 
the flesh side of the fish and 
leave to stand for 10 minutes 
before smoking (or up to 2 
hours in the fridge, flesh side 
down in the whisky mixture). 

2. Line a wok or roasting dish 
with enough fob to reach 3-4 
cm above the rim, flattening 
the fob firmly on the base and 
sides. Sprinkle the tea leaves 
or sawdust and sugar in the 
base. Position an oiled rack 
above the tea leaves and place 
the fish skin side down on the 
rack. Make sure there is enough 
room above the fish for the air 
to circulate and smoke the fish 
thoroughly.

A canner’s garden is not your 
typical vegetable patch. With 
its full-scale production, dis¬ 
tinctive varieties and four- 
season harvests, it’s more for 
the future than the moment. 

“Canner’s gardens aren’t 
really so different in what 
they grow. Where they’re 
really different is in how 
much they grow,” said Dan-

The biggest challenge facing 
food preservationists tends 
to be determining how much 
to grow. 

The Louisiana State Univer¬ 
sity AgCenter has created a 
vegetable production chart 
for expected crop yields per 
100-foot rows of:

iel Gasteiger, author of Yes 
You Can! And Freeze and Dry 
It, Too (Cool Springs Press, 
2011 ). 

“Do some serious plan¬ 
ning,” said Gasteiger, of 
Lewisburg, Pa. “How often do 
I serve corn? How often do I 
serve broccoli? Then consider 
how often you’ll use it in the 
form you’ll use to preserve 
it. I use broccoli much more 
often fresh than I do frozen.” 

“The smaller your space, 
the more important it is to 
use succession gardening,” 
Gasteiger said. That means 
planting a second crop in the 
same space after the first one

• Tomatoes (Slicers): 
250 pounds 



If you only have a 50-foot 
row of a crop, cut the posted 
yield in half, LSU says. 

If you have a 10-foot row, 
then use one-tenth of the 
posted yield. 


is harvested. Shop for short- 
season varieties if planting 
successive crops. 

Also, choose cultivars care¬ 
fully. Some are better than 
others for canning, freezing 
or dehydrating. 

“If you’re going to plant 
to preserve, you’ll probably 
want the highest density 
(yielding) producers you can 
get,” Gasteiger said. “Can¬ 
ning tomatoes are typically 
much firmer and less flavour- 
fill than slicing tomatoes, but 
better (for canning) because 
they hold together when 
cooked.” 

How long do 
canned foods last? 

“If the food was canned 
safely, it should remain safe 
indefinitely. No pathogens 
should grow on them,” said 
Jeanne Brandt, a professor 
and Master Food Preserver co¬ 
ordinator with Oregon State 
University. That program 
trains and certifies volunteers 
who help county extension 
staff provide food safety and 
preservation information. 

“Tiy not to preserve more 
than you can consume in a 
year or two, though, because 
the quality deteriorates,” 
Brandt said. “It breaks down 
in the jar. It toughens. The 
colour also changes dramatic- 
ally.” 

Kimberly Culbertson of 
Hillsboro, Oregon, is a Master 
Gardener who later earned a 
Master Food Preserver certifi¬ 
cate. 

“I got into preserving in 
part because it’s a step up 
from gardening,” she said. “I 
used to be in a rush to give 


away any surplus fresh vege¬ 
tables before they’d spoil. 
Now, as canned, I can share 
them throughout the year.” 

She also recommends 
freezing, pickling and 
dehydrating as a way of 
preserving different food 


groups and offering up dif¬ 
ferent flavours. 

“I individually quick- 
freeze fresh fruit, then pack¬ 
age it for the deep freeze so 
I can portion it out for cook¬ 
ing and snacking,” she said. 
“Dried fruits concentrate fla¬ 


vours and sweetness and add 
another dimension to cook¬ 
ing. 

“I pickle peppers and they 
can easily,” Culbertson said. 
“Tomatoes bring back sum¬ 
mer every time I open a jar.”

And while others — name¬ 
ly Pittsburgh Penguins coach 
Dan Bylsma — will likely face 
the consequences following 
another early playoff exit, the 
NHL’s brightest star isn’t shirk¬ 
ing his share of the blame. The 
way Crosby sees it, Pittsburgh’s 
failings lie with the guys who 
pull the sweaters over their 
heads.
